Immigrant Officials Are Now Watching Mr.
Niedringhaus,

OFFICIAL CHANGES IN FLINT SCALES

The eontroversy over the importation of
Welsh tin plate workers continues.  The
pnblication in yesterday’s DISPATCH that
Mr. Niedringhaus had sent men to Europe
presumably to look for men, aroused the ire
of a score of tin plate workers in this
vicinity, many of whom flocked around the
Amalgamated headquarters to see if some-
thing conld not be done to stop it.

The Amalzamated officials, however, are
proceeding slowly. They have plenty of
facts now to prove the position they have
taken and feel that they have given Mr.
Niedringhaus enfficient assurance that he
ean he furnished with all the competent
workoers he needs, unless ne desires to wil-
fully violate the law and bring foreign peo-
ple here for the sake of economy.

1t is proposed now to let Mr. Niedring-
hans alone until he hrings the foreign work-
men here. They will be intereepted and
held while proceedings will be instiinted
sgainst him, not by the Amalgamated offi-
cinls, but by the immigrant inspectors, who
have now become interested in the matter.

EVIDENCE PREPARED FOR USE.

The facts gathered hy the Amalgamated
“Association will be used against Niedring-
hans as evidenee that the manufaeture of
tinis not a new industry in this country,
nor is it pecessary to import men to do the
wr&r: hel:lws e le who pposing th

e labor e who areo ng the
importation feepieo at they now have t'hg de-
partment on their side, and claim that they
will have the matter nop&ed if they are
compelled to_appeal to McKinley himself,
They say McKinley could not to al-
low Mr. Niedringhaus to import these
workmen after the part they induced the
working rpeople to take in securing the
passage of the McKinley bill. »The contro-
versy is getting decidedly interesting and
there is no telling where it will end.

John Wsttson Evans, a gentleman from
the tin districts of Wales, but now residing
in the Southside, gives freely his sentiments
concerning  Mr. Niedringhsus and the
Welsh, e says: “To me, an old, ex-
perienced hand in all the branches of tin
manufacturing, and well acquainted with
all the principal tin workers of Wales, Mr.
Niedringhaus' views and plans regarding
the importation of Welgi workers are
Inughahle, and even absurd. If the gentle-
man intends emploring 600 people in all to
work his tin plate manufactory, and will
import only 60 from England and Wales,
the natural inference is that he will employ
540 umskilled individuals in conjunction
with the 60 skilled foreigner® to run his
plant. Probably he thinks that a few hun-
dred Ttalian or Hun navvies will suf-
fice to make up the number, for, indeed, it
seems to me, by the manner in which the
mggnates and monopolists of this conntry
buy and import this foreign element, they
think it isegqual to any responsible and
skilled employment,

WHERE THE EMPLOYER MAY BE WRONG.

“Or Mr. Niedringhaus may intend to fill
the deficiency by iron workers iffer-
ent iron rolling mills. Butif he does, even
with this last mentioned idea, he is laboring
under a great error. 'With such a force he
cannot turn his rolls and put tin on the
bank, Muking iron and making tin are two
entirely different processes, and few are the
iron workers who ean be of any use in the
manufacturing of tin. There are numerous
branches in the tin mill that reqnire a
man's closest attention and undivided labor
for from 10 to 30 years before he can be a
proficient workman. And I venture to say
that in the employment of 600 men in a tin
plant over three-fourths of them must be
practical, skilled hands; indeed, scores of
them huvinﬁobeen at such labor since they
were siall boys.

“In this connection I would say that Mr.
Niedringhaus and Mr. William Williama,

roprietor of the prominent Wooster Tin

Works of Swansea, 8. W., differ very much
i their opimons. The other day, while the
latter was lamenting the eflects of the Me-
Kialey bill upon the Welsh tin plate in-
terest, aod sredietlng a genernl future
gloom, he said he was afraid he would have
to remoye his plant to the United States,
‘But,” said he, 4f I do, T will take all my
hunds with me, as I cannot make tin in
America with the labor that isthere.”

HUNDRELS OF TINWORKERS HERE

“Of course, Mr. Williams, living in
Wales, was ignorant of the vast number of
tinworkers that are in this country em-
ployed at other duties, and for that reason
can be easily excused for hiserror. But
Mr. Niedringhaus is one of our prominent

oliticians and tin magnates, and ought 10
Enow more about our iron and tinworkers.
If it will require him to employ about 450
practieal tinworkers at his plant, it isa
well-known faet that he has no need to send
for them from across the ocean. There are
more than enongh here already, and as good
furnncemen, doublers, behindmen and roll-
ers as ever handled tools.

“lam atalessto know why Mr. Nied-
ringhaus wanis to import 60 workmen from
Wales while there are hundreds here that
would like to be employed by him and led
awny from other avocations. The general
impreesion is that an idea prevails that the
emigrants from abroad would hastily jump
at new positions in this comntry for u
meager compensation; in other words, that
they could ensier be transposed into ‘black
shecp’ than the tinworkers that are citizens
of this country and familiar with our prices
of Ilubor. But if any tin magnate
indulges in such an idea he would
soon  abandon it after trying
his experiment upon the Welsh workars,
While the Welsh take pride in being loval
and law-abiding citizens, they are the first
to stand for the rights of labor, and never
vicld to the schemes and tyrauny of monopo-
lists. While l1 would be glad to see all my
country people enjﬂiag the blessings of
this my noble adopted conntry, I hope no
tin workers from South Wales will be in-
duced here by Mr. Niedringbuus, until he
finds employment for those that are here
now."

AN EXPERT ON THE SUBJECT.

A prominent tin plate mannfaeturer who
has beeome interested inthe present contro-
versy said yesterday: “Under the head-
line ‘Labor in Tin Mills,” in the American
Manwracturer of the Tth, these sentences
ovenr: ‘It is amusing to one who has ever
investigated the possibility of securin,
skilled tin house workers in this country to
notice with what unnnimity each man of
the iatter class claims to be the only-one in
the United States who thoroughly under-
stands the manipulation of tin plate in all
its hranches, aud to see how Jittle some
really know ontside of the partionlar work
they did in Wales, even if they know that.’

*‘As an example of the perfect correct-
ness of the foregoing, and with the blunder-
ing, slipshod statements made by parties
whoprofess u knowledge of everything con-
nected with .the production of tin plate,
what isrequired and whom and what we
have bere with us necessary to enable us to
run the business, is the following morcean
by Mr. A. T. Kollins, as publis to-day.
He is qnoted as saying that ‘he could pick
ur enough wen to run & dozen tin plate
plants by the Moorewood process, which is
the Iatest patent.’

PATENTS THAT HAVE EXPIRED.

“Why, the ‘Morewooa’ and
demfhgé the Iaiest patent,’ years
ago expired, and lots of old tin and wash-

men are here who worked at them, as well
as ot the anterior method of hand-dipping
the plates and detaching the listing, after-
wns superseded by Morewood's patents of

off throngh rolls working in grease and of a
u\-inino ‘materials and Inbor. I do not ex-
that we bave tinmen here who are famil-
ar with these gingle jobs from actual ex-
rience at them, but those old
K:nd: here, may, with little prae-
tice, get on to the worl® satisfactorily.
However, let me say this: That anybod
adopting the single pot so generally usei
now in the Welsh works (somwe indeed
using it exclusively), and known as the
Taylor and Struve pot can have o man sant
ont with the pot or for fixing them in
place, and at the of the patentees, so
that there shall be no possibility of any in-
fraction of labor lnws, and which man will
start the pot to work and instruct the tin-
man how to operate it."”

FULL LIST OF CHANGES.

A Baker Who Bonght Rotting Apples to
Manufucture Into Pies, :

STUFF SOLD THAT IS UNFIT FOR F0OD

Rapidly deecaving fruit, becanse of the
hot weather, and carelessness in its disposi-
tion, is a matter for consideration in con-
nection with the mortality record which is
startlingly tonched npon in interviews with
dealers. Fruit reported by the dealers as
unsalable, or condemned by the health an-
thorities yet is sold to a certain class of
vendors or householders, and, it is said, is
sometimes made up into pies,

A carload of bananas, 200 bunches, for £350,
equal to 25 cents per bunch—such a sale
was made yesterday. Thomas MeGowan,
the Liberty street eomnvssion merchant,
who made this statement, =aid that the
bananas were all right at the time, but were
fully ripe and owing to the hot weather
would have to be disposed of at once, or
they would become unfit for food in a very
short time.

This fact was mentioned later to another
business man of Liberty street in the vicin-
ity of the commission stores, and who is in-
terested in sanitary matters, In speaking
of the Allegheny poisoning ease, published
in THE DISPATCH Friday, and the danger
of eating food in a bad state of preserva-
tion, he said:

OVER-RIPE FRUIT FOR SALE. .

*“In view of the superabundance of fruit of
all kinds, and of the extremely hot weather,
it behooves the ﬂroper authorities to keep a
close wateh on the dispesition of over-
and decayed fruit and vegetables. Within
the Iast few days I have noticed alarge
amount of stuff utterly unfit for food being
disposed of at fruit stands and by
hucksters and  street  vendors.  The
ridiculously low prices at which they
offer  this stuff, which costs them
little or nothing, insures them a lively
patronage, and among the very class in
which the death rate ?s already very high.
Now look at those boys,” he continued,
pointing to a mob of urchins who had struck
a bonanza in the shape of a lot of melons in
a very mushy condition that had been
thrown into an alleyway, “that is enough
to kill anything but a boy.”

In anextended tour among the commission
men aud produce dealers, quite a variety of
opiniong were elicited in regard to the dis-
H:sition made of decaying fruit. A few

alers declared that the bulk of it was
condemned by the Vegetable Inspector and
dumped into the river or taken to the
gurbage furnace. Others stated that they
were very rarely vigited by the Inepector,
and that large quantities of over ripe fruit
pod vegetables were sold and consumed
every day.

T0O GOOD TO BE DESTROYED.

Mr. Myers, of Myers & Tate, said: *“There
certainly is alot of fruit sold that is mot
quite up to the mark, but which at the same
tinie is too good to destroyed. This is
sold to small dealers and street venders at
greatly reduced rates. They pick out the
worst and most badly decayed portions of
the lot and sell the rest at a good profit. Of
course, they may sell it as it is, without as-
sorting it, but we know nothing of that "

Mr. Ren, of Ren & Co,, said that there
wns plenty of over ripe fruit sold that would
come under the hend of damaged or over
ripe, but he did not think it a matter of any
imporinnee, as people would not eat fruit or
vegetubles when so badly decayed us to be
injurious. .

Muny were of the opinion that it wasa
blessing for the poor that all produce was

‘not condemned when o little off color, as
they were thus ennbled to buy o great deal
of fnirly stufl at very low prices. Nr.
Schmit, of Koenig & Schmit, t?mnght that
this was the cnse. He said that whena
large shipment was received that was in
very bad order they notified the inspectior
to officially condemn it. Then they had the
documents to show their shipper if he was
disposed to remonstrate.

“'Sometimes, though,” he continued,
“while the bulk of ashipment may be
slightly dam , there is a considerable
portion of it that is fairly good. In a case of
this Kind the lot is often taken offour hands
J- dealers at a price sufficiently low to

low them o fair profit on the deal even
after they have thrown away halfor quarter
of their purchase as too Iy to
sell.”

A WASTE OF BATING MATERTAL

Many others when questioned stated that
they bad no hesitaney in selling fruit that
had passed its prime, claiming that it was a
eriminal waste of food to destroy large quan-
tities of stuff when peoxle were willing and
anxions to buy it. At one plice it was
stated that no fruit was sold that was not
up to the requirements of the Health Ru-
reau. Even while this statement was being
mule & man was seen negotiating for a
barrel of apples which were absolutely
rotten. The bargain was elosed at a price
which would just about pay for the barrel,
and the apples were p in & wagon by
the purchaser, who from the appearance of
his clothes waes supposed to be a baker.
This was fonnd to be the case. When asked
if he intended to make apple pies out of his
purchase, he denied it was so. It was as-
certained later that that was exnctly what
he did with those apples and many more
in the same stage of decay. The process of
manufucture of these pies was witnessed by
the reporter. The Elrl in the bake shop
stated, however, that they were called
““dried apple pies”” and sold to boarding
housekeepers in Allegheny.

At another Liberty street store 12
baskets of peaches were set aside to
hauled away. Every one of the peaches was
at least half rotten. A man came along and
offered 81 50 for the lot. He got them,

LITTLE FRUIT BEING COXDEMNED.

A call was made at the office of Vegetable
Inspector Kilgore, but he was not in,
Chief Clerk McKelvey, of the Burean of
Health, said that he understood from Cap-
tain Kilgore that there was less fruit and
vegetables being condemned this year than
last. This ststement, coupled with the
fuct that ten times as much produce
of this kind is being received as during last
vaar, would tend to corroborate the statement
that an immense amount of stuff totally unfit
for food was being offered for sale, and
bonght, sand consumed in the two cities.

Farlier in the season many carloads of
Georgia watermelons were condemned be-
cause they were left in the railroad cars and
vards, the freight on them being in exeess
of the value of the melons, at unprecedent-
edly low prices. But once the goods get to
the enm;n ssion houses they are rapidly dis-

of.

Several physcians were interviewed
yesterdny on this subject. The consensus of
opinion was that while not so injurious to
health, or franght wuh_no mueh danger to
life as were animal poisons, such as were
found sometimes in camned meatsand fish,
still much sickness could be traced directly
to decuyed and over-ripe fruit sod vege-
tables,

LATE INVENTIONS,

Street Rallway Traffic Will Be Benefited;
Alno, » New Mower and Reaper for
Which Moch Is Clalmed.

One has only to observe the present meth-
ods of throwing a switch on a street railway
track to appreciate a recent invention of
Captain M. A. Cutter, President of the
Canton Malleable Iron and Manufacturing
Company, Canton, 0. This invention not
only enables the motorman or gripman to
throw a switch without leaving his car, but
he can accomplish this while the car is go-
ing at any rate of s and without soy
inconvenience to himself, The fact that
this invention is combined with sim-
plicity and Inexpensiveness is sufficient
proot that it will soon be bronght into gen-
ernl use. Another invention of Mr. Cut-
ter is for the equip t of an electrie car
with one motor where by necessity two have
been required—as this reduces the cost of
construction about 50 per cent, the value of
it can be rendily seen. The touch of a
lever swings the car around upon its wheels
when it ean be propelled in the opposite
direction. In connection with this may be
mentioned a third invention of merit which
Mr. Cutter has recently patented. It con-
sists of a brake to hold the car
while being reversed The state-
ment was  made I? experts th the
ordinary brake would be ineapable of doing
this, as the reversing of the car requires
the application of the eleetrie power. They
claimed that as the entire running gear
the car wonld be reversed the brake would
likewise be reversed and so could not per-
form ite work. This latter coutrivance,
however, sets all donbts at rest in this di-
rection. Euach ol’ltl!eag inve:liom mentioned
above may be a to single truck cars,

e a great benefit to street railway traflic.
In addition to these inventions of Captain
Cutter, he has pure all nights
for the United States and all for-
eign countries of another remarkable
invention khown as the “Nations
mower." This is a mowing machine c¢on-
structed npon novel ideas, and it is elnimed
will supercede all others. The superiority
whiclelh the "Sziionl;aemnwer“bh:s over ot!h;ir
machines can best be judged by a compari-
son. Old style mlndinen now in use weigh
about 800 pounds. The “Nation’s mower"
weighs bnt 200 pounds. The former is
drawn by two horses. The latter by one.
Then, again, the old style mowers have a
great amount of cog-wheel gearing—pos-
sessing two wheels which have a diameter
of 24 to 36 inches, and having but three
inches of traction power—while the
“Nation's mower"” no  cog-wheels,
its lorgest driving wheels measuring but
eight inches in dinmeter, vet .the machine
has 14 inches of traction power. The cost of
construction is also much chesper. A
“Nation" can be built for $15, about one-
half the cost of the old kind. The malleable
iron of which these machines ave made ren-
ders them less linble to breakage, and when
not being operiled they ecan be hauled on a
single runner, which is controlled by alever,
thus greatly lessening wear and tear.

The query
propounded as to “what difference it made
whether he was a joryman or not™” is
easily answered by Jawvers who have had
extensive practice inthe courts, and the
question rencwed the agitation, in a meas-
ure, relative to the possibility of getting a
better class of jurors. Not that there are
none fit drawn, but if is well known that
one erooked man ean uwpset or greatly hin.
der the work of the other 11.

It is agreed by all who have given the
matter conscientious study that the selee-
tions will never be better while made under
the present system. Even the judges have
been known to put into the wheel the names
of some as tough citizens as ean be found in
the county, or there was some crookedness
elsewhere, and an inspection of the lists for
years past will show it

_ HOW MISTAKES ARE MADE,

The expianation is simple. A judge ean-
not know all of the 100,000 yoters in the
county, all supposed to he eligible, and
must depend to some extent on the repre-
sentatives of people who may possibly
have axes to grind, and when it is known
that multitudes of men will work for
months for a political aspirant merely for
the chanee to sit two weeks in each yenr as
Jjuror, and the use they are to politicians is
understood, it i not strange that a consid-
erable percentage of ring-streaked, striped,
speckled and grizzled characters’ names
finds its way into the jury selection.

Ku?_og! of ;I:isclr come the med -
BT, inding that a lawyer is engaged in a
case on 'hieg they a.reyednvm they fre-
quently strike him for a small loan during
its progress, thinking that he will not dare
refise, lest it peril his case, and it 18 said
that in times past an occasional lawyer was
not averse to sccuring the service of a juror
in this way. One attorney says that it is
n?‘ seldom that he is not approached for a
trifle by some juror in & cose where he, the
lawyer, succeeded in getting a verdiet for
his client. As the sum is ordinarily a dol-
Jar or two it is !'requcnllyﬂfiun, ly to
secure the fellow’s good will and to get
rid of him.

It seema strange, in view of this state of
affairs, that honest and intelligent business
men get into law suits, The idea of having
a man whom you would not trust with your
pocketbook and £10 sit in judgment on your
case, where thousands may be involved,
when your opponentis unscrupulous in-
dnees many people to submit to imposition
rather than go to law unless the case is one
where crookedness would not avail.

THE REGULAR JUEYMAN.

There is a class of “regulars™ so well
known to lawyeis of several years' i
ence that it is a marvel that they are ever
allowed to sit on a case. Some of them not
content with one term a year frequently
turn up the second time and at least one
esse is known where a mau was drawn to
serve some 12 vears ago but having more
profitable employment at the time sold his
term of serviee fo a bummer for 35 and the
latter ran the danily risk of detection for

two weeks by answering to the name of the

man who been selected.

Not all honest men are fit forjmu. but
the adunovistration of the law is largely a
truvesty under the system of selection, and
the lste John R. McCune refused to trust
any whom he knew to have been sued for a
just debt. The Woerishoflers, of New
York, also made it o rule to refuse to deal
in the hands of a municipal e on
that had ever either defaunlted or attempted
to do =0, no matter whether it were solvent,
Like McCune, they did not want to do
business where there was any probability of
a law suit, but as suits at law cannot always
be avoided, it would seem to be wisdom for
honest people, from selfish reasons if for
no other, to combine for the purifieation of

the jury system.
